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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The Amendment filed on Oct. 27, 2008 has been entered. Claims 1, 3 and 17-20 remain 
pending in the current application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3 and 17-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 and 3 (Amended) : None of the prior arts either along or in 
combination fairly teach or suggest a transflective liquid crystal display to further having a color 
reproducibility of reflective region chromaticity of between 15% to 38% and a brightness of 
reflective region chromaticity to be 36.9 or more. Therefore, claims 1 and 3 are deemed non- 
obvious and inventive over the prior arts, hence, are allowed. 

As to claims 17-20 : Since claims 17-20 depend directly from the allowed claims 1 and 3, 
thus are also allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
